Trial ot tbe Bellamy Plan in De- 


oMor Given Up. 


Beeatni baa giren tto Edward Bel* 


lamj idea of the op-operative boarding 
bouse a pretty thorough teat at "The 
Boh;" dttriar tb» iwat 90 mootba and aa 
Car aa it went tbe trial haa been eattetao* 
tor7 to a eooaidenble number of people, 
but BOW the "do-Op," ia no more, Tbe 
laat meal on that plan waa aerved to tba 
23 remaining boardera Saturday evening, 
then the reaponeibility of tha manager 
and tbe Ibouee committee terminated, all 
ot the pUrone taking their meale at their 
borne*, or at The Boby, which la now un- 
der tbe management ot Ura. Borer In the 
dining hall department, tha new rates 
being 14 per week, 


There have been rumors for aome 


months that tha co-operative plan wonld 
be given up eooner or later. Thoee who 
had left tbe institution months ago wonld 
oooeeionally obat with the reporters and 
remark that the "Co-Op." would soon 
collapse, bat information from the fait fa- 
tal waa to tbe effect that there waa no 
thought of giving up the plan. And ap 
to Friday evening no one who took meals 
at tbe tables, except tha offloiab, believed 
that the institution would wink out. 
That da; tbe executive board of the ae> 
aooiation, of which F. W. Anderson waa 
preeid&ot and MIBG Mary W. French sec- 
retary, held a meeting, and decided to 
oapitnlate, surrender, vacate, give np, 
quit the Bellamy plan, and that evening 
the members of the aeaociation ware no- 
lifted that the; would have to make other 
ai range meets. Some of the boardera 
were prepared Lfor tbe announcement, 
others ware not, and tboee vrbo were re- 
cent recruits at S3 a week, were consid- 
erably disappointed, bnt'the decision 
waa irrevocable, the edict bad gone forth, 
and Saturday night, SB before eteted, tbe 
"Go-Op" became a back number. 


Wbeo th» institution waa established 


there were 52 patrons of the table and 
tha rate wae $2 60 per boarder a week 
acd the fiflaira weresa oieelf managed 
that good eerrioe waa had, tbe table sup- 
pled with the bast the market afforded, 
and the receipts just sufficient to meet 
the bills, with enough left to pay tbe. 
lad; manager $10 a week, There waa no 
provision made for absent ones to pay 
their board while away, aa it was believed 
that it anybody was away a week or a 
month tbe place could be supplied and 
the receipts would remain tne earne; bat 
the first summer quite a number went 
sway for tbe cooler pltoeeot the North 
and then there WSB hustling to secure 
persons to 911 the vacant chairs. In a 
measure the efforts were succesiitul, but 
finally, tbe receipts growing short, and it

ence in fattening thirty-three Shorthornei, 
fifteen Herefcrde, two Folle<!-Angus, and 
one Holstein-Frieeiao, They were fed 
ust five montbs, and tvelvo ot the eteers 
nade an average gain of 350 pounds each, 
Their average weight was 1209 pounds, 
and they sold for $6,15. Fifteen 2-year- 
olds averaged 1100 pouttde, and sold for 
$5,90 per 100 pounds. The remainder 
•were slaughtered at home, and averaged 
1200 pounds each, making choice beet, 


He says the fifty-one eteere were fed 


about eighteen bushels ot corn at one 
feed at 0 or 10 o'clock each morning. The 
trooehs were made clean before each 
feeding, end there would be from one to 
two bushels ot corn taken from the 
trongbs each morning for the bogs. He 
had seventy-one ligbt bogs with the cat- 
tit., The last hundred days he fed about 
three pounds of oil cake per steer each 
day.

Af- 
ter that time be is to com a« many stand- 
ard silver doltbie aa may be required for 
the redemption ot the silver treasury 
notes.

The Weather Bureau at Washington is 


endeavoring to establish a novel system 
ot weather foreouta, Already tbe prin- 
cipal railroads ot 
tbe country have 


adopted tbe plan ol 
disseminating 


weather prediction* by displaying signal 
tings on tritine, and tbe bureau hopes to 
extend thia syetem by having locomotive* 
give the eignala by means of their whis- 
tles. Prof, Harrington, the Chief ol tbe 
Weather Bureau, bas arranged ft ovatem 
ot whistle combinations by meane of 
wbioh petsons livirg st a diatsoce from 
the railroads oan receive the forecasts, 
By repeating each combination a few 
timeo, with an interval of ten seooEos be* 
ttieen, pc&sibilitieB ot error ID reading 
the torecaate will be avoided, ench oa 
mw arise from variable wind* or failure 
to bear the warning signal. 


As the weather forecasts are telegraph- 


ed dully to * Jurtfe number of stations ot 
the Weather Bureau, to railroads, eta, 
in various sections of tbe country, there 
•re many small towns which may obtain 
them by telephone, tree ot expenses; 
tbe may also be obtained from daily 
newspaper*, Those desiring to display 
or tottnd the tlgnala, and who are not 
able to obtain tbe tore coats as above, 
can communicate direct with the director 
ot the state whether bureau, and if it 
is impracticable for the United State to 
bear tbe exp^uee ot transmission thej 
will be fnrntebed at tbe tegular commer- 
cial rate and sent "collected."
